Ba RWALD'a FRIEND WOLF. 

Simon Wolf, Register of Deeds for the 
District of Columbia, was present, not, as he 
said, to oppose Beli’s confirmation, but as a 
friend of Barnwald. He stated, what is a 
well-known fact, „ that Barwald stands 
very high with the Pustoffice Depariment 
as an officer, and, as tners are no ch rges 
agaiost him, he thought his removal was a 
clear violation of the civil service rules. 

NO CONSLDBRATION FOR JEWS. 

Mr. Pierce stated that Barwuld was the 
leading Republican in his section, and, more- 
over, as the only Jew holding a Presidential 
(ffice in Georgia, he thought bis removal 
calculated to injure the Kepubiican party 
not only in that State, but elsewhere. This 
point was well teKen. 

WHITELEY’S RRION OF TERROR. 

A difficulty in getting testimony for use in 
this case has arisen from the tact that White. 
ley has practically controlled the Federa: 
patronage in Georgia so long that persons 
who have received favors from harm, or who 
expect them, fear to oppose him in any way. 
He holds the rod over the Republicans of 
Georgia, and they dae not oppose his 
wishes, 

One gentleman, who is said to have in bis 
possession damaging evidence against Bell, 
di clined to give it up when applied to, be- 
cause his fricnds are Whiteley’s friends, and 
he feared the const quence. 

NO ACTION TO DAY. 

The Committee took no action to-day. 
They may bold another meeting on the sub 
ject, but this is barely probable. Mean. 
while Senator Gordon and Mr. Price 
propure calling on the President to-mor- 
row to urge bim to withdraw Bell's nomina- 
tion. As Gordon is credited with having 
much influence at the White House, possi- 
biy they may succeed in their mission. But 
Whiteley having been routed in his fight over 
the Atlanta postoflice, wiil make a desperate 
struggle to curry bis poiat in this case. 

7H BILL FOR THE RELIEF OF ATKINS.

One of the bloodiest tragedies (ver enacted in Ma- 

con occurred about en o’ciock yesterday morning on 
ihe corner of Fvurih and Hawthorn streets, in which 
the actors Were two negro women. known as Maria 
Brooks avd Matt Bro ks, Tue circumstarces of the 
traged y were about as follows. 
Harper Brooks, a negro cobb.er, Whose ehop Is at 
the corner of the streets ab ve named, was the bone 
of contention between there women. Before ‘‘free- 
dom come’? and for some time afterwards, Matt was 
the ecknowiedged wife of Harper. Tney were not 
wedded in due foro of law. But Harper grew tired 
of Matt. Another charmer crossed hia pach in the 
person of Maria, aud he straight-way put aside bie 
old love, and was married to the new, the ceremony 
being duly performed by a mavisirate. 

Siuce chat time thers has deena a feud between the 
two women—a hate wulch iliustiated the saying tbat 
ell hes uo fury lixe a womaa scorned.” Mau had 
o not on of resigning her claim upoa her treacher- 
oue lord, while Marisa, tuinkiag she had the better 
claim—a least the more soila one, having been mar- 
rie@ to him, was eqaally resolved not to give him up, 
or even to share his affections with another. The 
eubject of all this joalous animority is knocs-kneed, 
and as ungeinly as any negro to be fouad in Macon. 
He is the very last person, one would think tio jook 
at him, to aruuse sucd pas, ion in the breast of two 
females, that one would kill the Other all tor love of 
hm. Bat there 1. no accouuting for women.

Harper Brooks was also taken into 
oustouy. but there being no ev.der ce he had any hand 
la the killing, he was releas d. g 

Coroner Harmar was sum mone i and held an in- 
quest, and the jury returned a verdict im accordance 

with the above stated facts. 

The tr gedy created great exc:teweat among the 
negroes, and for some rours the streets in the imme- 
diate vicinity were almost blocked with them, Within 
an hour of the killing from one to two thousand of 
them had assembled there, and duriog the remainder 
of the day the affsir was the subject of excited con- 
versatlon among them.—Macon 4 elegraph.
